Sin,—It Isat alltimes desirable. that acts of 
cruelty and oppression should -be: pablicly 
exposed and justice done to the aggrleved party; 
butespeclally is publicity desirable when defence- 
Jess prisoners in our penal establishments are 
the victims of tyrannical and roffianly turnkeys, 
who so abusethe brief authority thry are clothed 
I make !lfe an insufferable burden to any 
hepl prisoners who may chance to gain 
thelr fil-will. Accase of this nature. occurred in 
Victorla Gaol on the 23rd inst, which deserves 
Anvestigation, and ft ix .with this object and 
to that end thls letter has been written. On 
the day stated a Chinese prisoner (a poor, weakly. 
object seqvingsa year's wentence and now under 
meeféal treatment in the Gaol) was ordered by 
one of the,bead turnkeys to carry a large and | 
hesvy box ; a'task, apparently, quite beyond the 
man's physical powers. However, he eventoally 
succeed {n carrying out the orders, and just as he.

Brass, etruck the unfortunate wretch a blow on’ 
the chest which felled bim to the ground. The 
man had done no wrone, had broken no rule; 
nothing, {n fact, justifying the bratal agault 
committed on bim. On the following day,

4A “DRUNKEN CONTRACT" IN - 
SINGAPORE. 


Dronkenness as a plea for the non-fulfitmen 
of a contract has, says the Séraf/s Times of May 
16th, been successfully pleaded in the Supreme 
Court of Singapore. Mr. Justice Law basdecided 
{hat you cannot at law compel the falfilment of 


& contract that was made at a time when one of 


the contracting parties waa drunk. The 


obligation to falfil @ contract of that nature is 


almoat entirely at the option of the party who 
was drunk at the timedt was made, He may 
afterwards, avhen sober, undertake without 
further say to carry out what he contracted to do 
ata time when he was virtoally of unsound 
mind, In those circumstances there Is; 
nothing more'to be said ; for, were. such a case 
to occur, It ts presumable. that the contract 
were equally agreeable to both parties. 
Further than that he may, when sober, do 
something that may be interpreted as a ratifica- 
tlon of the contract which then becomes valid 
and. binding, and its fulfilment can be compelled 
atlaw, If nelther of these conditions Is entered 


Into that {isto say Ifthe drunken party, when 


sober, does not agree to the contract, or does-not 
in some way or other ratify ft, then, to compel the 
folfilment of such a contract, ft Is necessary to 
prove that the other party did not belleve nor 
had cause to belleve that the person with whoni 
he was contracting was drunk, The books lay 
down the law very clearly on the rubject, They 
say (n effect that a contract made by a person 
who i: drunk or of unsound mind, so aa to be 
Incapable at the time, {s vold at that person's 
optlon, voless the other person did not belteve
